REPORT OF FIRE WARD 


To the Municipal Officers and Citizens of Buxton: 


I herewith submit my report as Fire Ward for the year 
ending lebruary 7, 1933. 

The number of fires covered by the Bar Mills Fire Depart- 
ment were 61, of which 32 were chimney fires. 

I notice that our chimney fire calls increased two and one- 
half times more than last year. That increase leads one to 
believe one of two things. Either the citizens are relying 
more on the Fire Department or that they are neglecting to 
clean their chimneys out. 

| realize of all years this year is perhaps a wrong time to 
expect the citizens of Buxton to authorize the purchase of a 
hose truck or Combination, so called. But I feel the necessity 
of one exists. We have about 2,300 feet of hose and of this 
amount we have to leave about one-half at the Fire House. 
One can readily see what can happen when we are called to a 
house fire and find when we arrive that we are two or three 
hundred feet of hose short. Someone has to drive back to the 
station and get more hose, and delays at a fire spell loss of 
property and everything else. 

Our Pumper, which is rated as a ton and a quarter truck, 
weighs now with its load of hose and without any men on it, 


8,470 Ibs. Put ten or twelve men on that and we have some 
overload. 

I know we can be more efficient to everyone in town and 
more so to those in outlving districts where water is usually 
some ways off, and most always we need all the hose we can 
get. I*or these reasons and lots more I believe this request 
should be given your careful thought and consideration. And 
| hope you will see this as | do and authorize the purchase of 
this piece of equipment. 

I will say also that the firemen unanimously voted to take 
a 25c an hour reduction in their pay at their last meeting. 
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They felt this would be in accord with the rest of the reduc- 
tions 12 town and I know you will find these men ready to 
serve you at all times in any way that they can.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted. 


Today it is evident that we must adjust our schools to a 
general program of economy and relief from taxation. Yet 
we cannot afford to lower our educational standards. We can 
cut down the costs in various ways. We can shorten the 
school year and we can reduce salaries. Yet a radical reduc- 
tion in salaries may mean a reduction in efficiency. It 1s hard 
for us to compute the real value of our schools in dollars, 
or the service to the community of those teachers who have 
devoted many years to the work. Their salaries never have 
been high, compared with those paid in other professions. 
Our teaching force is well trained and efficient as the result 
of years of experience. The work that they accomplish points 
to their ability. 

In our High School, this year’s enrollment is the largest 1n 
the history of the school. Owing to the increased enrollment 
the per capita cost has decreased. We must keep 1n mind the 
fact that we are still a three-teacher school, with each teacher 
carrying an increased load. This situation would justify the 
salaries paid, and the total cost for a school of this size is by 
no means excessive. It would seem that we are the class of 
many four- and five-teacher high schools. The amount of 
work has increased in all school activities. The condition of 
the school, with only a few leaving school, indicates the inter- 
est of the students in the school, and the successful work of 
the teachers. 

We are sure that the teachers realize their responsibility 
regardless of the salaries paid to carry on the work to the best 
of their ability, and maintain the best standard possible under 
existing conditions, even if salaries are reduced to the levels 


95 


of the pre-war period. However, we also recognize the situ- 
ation from the standpoint of the taxpayer. It is hoped that 
by cooperation we may escape the situation in which many 
towns find themselves at this time, whereby the work is re- 
tarded and the teachers unpaid through lack of funds. We 
should give the matter careful attention and avoid the extreme 
conditions, i.e., too rigid economy on the one hand or failure 
to cut down the costs where there is urgent need. 


We are confronted by a situation in which all sources of 
revenue have been greatly reduced. This is true of the State 
resources. The valuation of the State ($757,289,579.00 in 
1930) has been reduced over sixty million dollars. The 
amount of the State school fund to be apportioned to the 
schools will be reduced approximately $260,000.00. It is 
estimated that this will affect the apportionment to the towns 
by 18-20%. It is necessary for us to face this emergency and 
recognize this situation as inevitable. It would seem that 
there is no other way by which we can deal with this condi- 
tion save by cutting costs. It 1s hoped that there will be no 
reductions so drastic as to interfere with school progress. 
ur first consideration should be to conserve the welfare of 
our community. [or our future good we must guard against 
any action that may cause the children in our communities to 
suffer a serious educational set-back. Curtailment beyond a 
certain point ceases to be economy. 


[experience has taught us that schools run at too low costs 
in teachers’ salaries may be very expensive in the end, and 
educationally may mean an irreparable loss to pupils. Changes 
in teachers many times have been costly experiments. Lower 
salaries in the long run will have a tendency to lower our 
requirements in training and impair classroom instruction. 
Let us remember that our schools are of vital importance to 
the community and that any reduction in salaries would only 
affect the individual taxpayer only slightly. In order to effect 
a substantial saving, a considerable reduction should be made 
in all departments. 


At the beginning of the Fall Term it was reported that the 
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water in the well at the Bar Mills School was unfit for drink- 
ing purposes. Dr. Elmer Campbell, engineer of the State 


Health Dept., was called to Bar Mills, and the drainage and 
sewage disposal were inspected. A new septic tank and a new 
system of sewage disposal were recommended. Tests of the 
water were made and it was found that the water was polluted 
by colon bacilli, nitrites, and ammonia (evidence of organic 
matter). It was deemed necessary to call a special town 
meeting to present the situation to the citizens. A special 
town meeting was called on October 8th. It was voted to 
construct a septic tank and a suitable sewerage system, and 
raise $1,000.00 for this work. A septic tank of concrete was 
constructed and a sewer line of 520 feet of extra heavy soil 
pipe was laid. This was a great improvement over the old 
tile system and the inadequate septic tank which were con- 
taminating the soil and a source of danger not only to the 
school, but also to the entire community. The new work 
should last a long time and protect the community from any 
further contamination. .\ great advance has been made in 
the last 20 years in the construction of septic tanks and sew- 
erage systems. 

On January 17th the water was shown to be suitable for 
drinking purposes as the result of tests which were taken at 
three different intervals. This was a fortunate situation for 
the town, as the cost of drilling a new well was avoided. The 
well has been thoroughly cleaned out and the soil treated with 
lime and the well and reservoir thoroughly disinfected with 
chloride of lime. So there should be no further contamina- 
tion of the water. [lowever, tests will be made from time to 
time and checks made to detect any possible pollution. Dur- 
ing the interval while the water supply was being cleared up, 
drinking water was secured from the tested well of Mr. Per- 
ley Berry. The work of clearing up the contamination in the 
well and the reconstruction of the sewerage system was done 
under the direction of Dr. A. G. Wiley. 

It was found that a number of other wells from which the 
schools were obtaining drinking water were contaminated to a 
certain degree. Steps were taken to remedy the situation and 
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secure pure water for the schools. Evidence of a slight pollu- 
tion by organic matter was found in the test of water from 
the well at the High School. The septic tank was cleaned 
out and a new line of extra heavy soil pipe was laid, so that 
all danger of any future contamination will be avoided. 

The plumbing system at Bar Mills was found to be in an 
unsanitary condition. It was found necessary to replace 
worn-out plumbing with new material and new wall drinking 
fountains were installed, separate from lavatories.

For years we have needed an athletic field near the high 
school building. This year it was our good fortune to have 
Mr. Clough not only give us the use of his field for baseball, 
but Mr. Clough also very generously gave us $50.00 for the 
development of the field. Principal Jewett, the students, and 
others, gave a large amount of time for this work. We are 
pleased to mention an additional gift of $30.00 from Mr. 
Clough, which was used in building a trophy case for the 
numerous trophies which the school has won since Mr. Jewett 
has, been principal. We appreciate the interest that Mr. 
Clough has shown in the schools and his assistance in pro- 
moting school activities through other gifts. 

The parking space in front of the high school was gravelled 
by Principal Jewett and the students. We appreciated the use 
of trucks and the assistance which was received in doing this 
work which was a great improvement over the former condi- 
tion.

We are fortunate in these communities to have the service 
that is rendered at the School Clinic at the Buxton and Hollis 
Hospital. 

Some very effective work has been accomplished at the 
school clinic this year. Over 300 children have received treat- 
ment and check-up at the Dental Clinic. The usual amount 
of work has been done in tonsil and adenoid cases. The 
worthwhile work that has been done at the Dental Clinic is in 
line with what is being done in progressive school systems in 
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the cities. This work is of value and importance in being 
conducive to improved health and consequently to improved 
school attendance. In many cases this work would not have 
been done if the School Clinic had not been available, owing 
to the cost, even in urgent cases. We have been well repaid 
for the money raised at town meeting for this purpose in the 
remedial work of the dental clinic alone. It is hoped that in 
the future more of this work can be done for the school child. 
Health is one of the first objectives in Child Welfare. It is 
conceded that the benefit derived from funds spent for health 
is greater than that from money spent for any other public 
service. Re-examination is necessary to find the defects that 
should be corrected. This work has a tendency to create an 
interest in the community in preventative as well as in reme- 
dial measures, and control of sickness is made easier. Prompt 
treatment and isolation of many cases of diseases reported 
at the hospital have been a part of the health program. 


The loyal support which our schools are receiving in the 
present situation 1s appreciated.
